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Tragedy at Barn Mead

All we could hear were 
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HARLOW is a town in mourning 
this week as the community 
struggles to come to terms with 
the tragic deaths of four young 
children and their mother fol¬ 
lowing a suspected arson attack 
on their family home. 

And the question on everyone’s lips 
is - why? 

Sabah Usmani (44), daughter Hira 
(12) and sons Sohaib (11), Muneeb (9) 
and Rayyan (6) all lost their lives after a 
devastating fire tore through their end- 
of-terrace house in Barn Mead in the 
early hours of Monday. 

A fourth child - three-year-old 
Maheen - is currently battling for her 
life in Broomfield Hospital, Chelms¬ 
ford, after being rescued from the burn¬ 
ing building by firefighters. As the Star 
went to press yesterday (Wednesday), 
she remained in a “critical but stable” 
condition. 

The children’s father, Dr Abdul 
Shakoor (45), also survived the blaze. 
He is recovering in the same hospital 
after suffering severe smoke inhalation 
and minor burns while making a des¬ 
perate attempt to save his family. 


An inquest was opened yesterday at 
which the cause of death of all five vic¬ 
tims was provisionally given as burns 
and smoke inhalation. 

Deputy coroner Eleanor McGann 
formally opened and adjourned the 
inquests. The victims’ bodies are due to 
be released either later today or tomor¬ 
row morning. 

Coroner’s officer Laura Howarde 
said: “The fire service rescued the fam¬ 
ily, apart from Dr Shakoor, from the 
building and they were taken to 
Princess Alexandra Hospital. Despite 
medical intervention they were con¬ 
firmed deceased during the morning of 
October 15. Dr Shakoor provided iden¬ 
tification.” 

Post mortems were carried out by 
two Home Office pathologists - Dr Ben 
Swift and Dr Nat Carey - at PAH. 

Essex Police and Essex County Fire 
& Rescue Service have launched a 
major investigation into the cause of the 
blaze, which is being treated as a sus¬ 
pected arson attack. 

The quiet neighbourhood where the 
family had lived for just over a year has 
been left reeling by the tragedy. 

Neighbour Jennifer Pavey (21), 
whose family home backs onto the vic¬ 
tims’ house, said residents living on the 
estate were distraught. 

“To have something like this happen 
not only in my hometown but in my own 
neighbourhood is devastating,” she said. 

“When I heard that the mother and 
children hadn’t pulled through I just 
burst into tears. It is so hard to even talk 
about it, everyone around here is in a 
state of shock.” 

Ms Pavey said her family had been 
woken by noises coming from the 
Shakoor family home before watching 
in horror as the tragedy unfolded. 

“I started to hear noises like someone 
shouting, although it was muffled at 
first,” she said. “I thought maybe it was 
someone being attacked, though of 
course had no idea how serious it would 
turn out to be. 

“It then became clear that it was peo¬ 
ple calling for help, both male and 
female voices. I went outside my room 
and met my mother who had also been 
woken up by the screams. 

“We both went downstairs and 
opened the kitchen door - the whole 
room had been lit up by the flames from 
the house. All we could hear were 


screams of ‘help us, help us’.

called the emergency services but was 
told they were already on their way. 

“We went outside and all my neigh¬ 
bours were also outside, people from 
further down . Nobody could believe it, 
we were all just in shock,” said Ms 
Pavey, 

“We stayed back a bit. The emer¬ 
gency services had arrived by then so 
there wasn’t much we could do. It’s hard 
to know what to do in that situation. We 
didn’t want to get in the way and make 
things worse.” 

Another neighbour, who asked to 
remain anonymous, said she had been 
woken by the sound of a woman 
screaming for help. 

“I got up thinking that maybe it was a 
domestic incident at first but then saw 
the thick black smoke when I looked out 
the window. 

“She was screaming for help and I 
called the emergency services, but they 
had already been informed by then. 

“Two men were also outside the 
house, shouting. Then I suddenly saw 
the flames coming out from the win¬ 
dows and it was just like an inferno. 

The whole thing just went up. It was 
absolutely terrifying.” 

Dr Shakoor, who works as an 
endocrinologist at Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital, is understood to 
have escaped the inferno by jump¬ 
ing out of a rear window after bat¬ 
tling in vain to get his wife and 
children out of the house. 

Firefighters attending the blaze 
managed to pull all six remaining 
family members from the build¬ 
ing, who were then taken by 
ambulance to PAH. 

Sabah - also a qualified doc¬ 
tor - her daughter Hira and sons 
Sohaib and Rayyan were 
declared dead soon after 
arrival. Muneeb and Maheen 
were taken to intensive care. 

Muneeb died later the same 
day, but Maheen remains in a critical but 
stable condition after being transferred 
to the specialist Burns Unit at 
Broomfield Hospital in Chelmsford. 

Her father, who was being treated at 
PAH for severe smoke inhalation and 
minor bums, asked to be transferred to 
Chelmsford on Tuesday to be near his 
daughter. 

He is understood to be receiving 
round-the-clock care and support from 
specialist staff and is said to be “incon¬ 
solable”.

David Johnson, Chief Fire Officer 
for Essex, said temperatures inside the 
building had reached upwards of 1,000 
degrees. 

“Firefighters arrived to extremely dif¬ 
ficult conditions and got all six people 
out,” he said. “This was an exceptional 
fire with 1,000 degree temperatures and 
our people did a fantastic job to do 
everything they could to rescue and 
revive those children." 


“We believe the fire started on the 
ground floor and we are using sniffer 
logs now to see if any flammable liq¬ 
uids were used. 

“The house has been gutted. There is 
nothing left downstairs so it will take 
some time to establish how the fire start¬ 
ed.” 

He added that crews had been left 
traumatised by the scale of the tragedy. 

“We are firefighters; any fire where 
life is lost is traumatic,” he said. “A high 
loss of life with children is especially 
upsetting. 

“We will make sure our people get 
the support they need to get through 
this.” 

Originally from Karachi, Pakistan, 
the Shakoor family lived in Saudi 
Arabia - where the children were bom - 
for more than a decade before coming to 
the UK. 

According to neighbours they moved 
to Bam Mead just over a year ago. 

Scores of floral tributes, teddy bears 
and toys have been left near their home, 


which has remained cordoned off all 
week as police and forensics officers 
continue to exam the house and street. 

A mobile police unit has also been set 
up in the neighbourhood to assist with 
the investigation. 

Detectives have said there is current¬ 
ly no evidence to suggest the fire was 
the result of a racially-motivated attack 
and have played down mmours it was 
started by a serial arsonist. 

A Ford Focus belonging to a neigh¬ 
bour of the Shakoor family was also 
damaged in a suspected arson attack at 
around the time of the house fire and 
has been taken away by police for fur¬ 
ther examination. 

Detective Superintendent Luke 
Collison said: “The major investigation 
we have now commenced will be metic¬ 
ulous, dealing with a very complicated 
and serious course of events. 

“We are at the moment painstakingly 
going through all the information and 
are remaining totally open-minded as to 
what was behind the incident.”

'In the history of Essex 
there been an incident 


POLICE have pledged to use “whatever 
resources are necessary” to establish the cause 
of Monday’s fatal house fire. 

Speaking at a press conference on Monday after¬ 
noon, Assistant Chief Constable Gary Beautridge, 
head of the Essex and Kent Serious Crime 
Directorate, told reporters the fire was one of the 
most tragic incidents ever dealt with by his force. 

“In the history of Essex Police seldom has there 
been an incident of this gravity in which five people, 
four of them children, have lost their lives,” he said. 

“With the tragic nature of this incident at the fore¬ 
front of our minds, I pledge to use whatever resources 
are necessary to find out exactly what has happened 
and, if appropriate, bring those responsible to justice. 

“To that end I can tell you that we have launched a 
major crime investigation to determine the facts sur¬ 
rounding this tragedy.” 

Since the fire in the early hours of Monday morn¬ 
ing, teams of police officers and forensic experts have 
remained at the site to conduct painstaking examina¬ 
tions of the scene. 

It is believed the blaze, which police are referring 
to as an “isolated incident”, may have 
been started deliberately using a type 
of fuel or other accelerant. 

A Ford Focus parked in the street 
was also found burnt out a short dis¬ 
tance from the house. Although this 
has led to speculation that a serial 
arsonist was responsible, this has been 
“categorically” ruled out by police.

However, detectives have said they 
will continue to examine reports of 
deliberate car fires in the area. 

They have also stressed there is cur¬ 
rently no evidence to suggest the inci¬ 
dent was a result of a racially-motivat¬ 
ed attack but have hinted one line of 
inquiry is that the family were not the 
intended targets of the attackers.

HARLOW’S close-knit community has pulled toge¬ 
ther to pay tribute to the victims of Monday’s fire. 

Scores of floral tributes, teddy bears and toys have 
been left near the scene of the blaze in Barn Mead, 
while relatives, family friends and community leaders 
have lined up to pay their respects to the Shakoor fam¬ 
ily. 

Dr Purnami De Silva, a friend and work colleague of 
Dr Abdul Shakoor, visited the neighbourhood on 
Tuesday to lay flowers near the scene of the tragedy. 
She said Dr Shakoor, who battled in vain to save his 
family, was “inconsolable”. 

“Everyone is feeling unfathomable shock,” she said. 
“I know him personally and it is difficult to compre¬ 
hend the gravity of what’s gone on. 

“As you would expect he is inconsolable, as anybody 
who is a father or husband whose family have sudden¬ 
ly been taken away would be. It is a difficult time.” 

She added: “One of the things I would like to reflect 
on is that he was recently showing a photograph of 
when the Olympic torch came through Harlow. His 
whole family went down and he showed me firstly to 
see how happy his family were and secondly to say how 
much pride he had felt in his community of Harlow, 
and the sense of pride in the country and the sense of 
belonging. He said it showed Britain at its best. 

“It’s devastating to find that we are now under the 
circumstances where perhaps the country is being 
shown at its worst.” 

Princess Alexandra Hospital has opened a book of 
condolence in the hospital’s chapel to allow staff and 
visitors to pay their respects to the family, and there are 
plans to hold a multi-faith service of remembrance 
later this week. 

Melanie Walker, chief executive of the PAH NHS 
Trust said: “The hospital is deeply saddened by the 
tragic circumstances which have occurred. Our 
thoughts are with Dr Shakoor and his family at this 
very difficult time. 

“Our staff, including many colleagues and friends of 
Dr Shakoor, have been offered support to deal with this 
terrible incident.” 

Dr Shakoor’s sons Sohaib, Muneeb and Rayyan all 
attended Abbotsweld School, which is less than 40 
yards from the family home. Headteacher Lesley Lynn 
said staff and pupils were struggling to come to terms 
with the tragedy 

“Everyone at the school is distraught to learn of the 
horrible tragedy that has hit the Shakoor family,” she 
said. “Sohaib, Muneeb and Rayyan were all pupils at 
the school and were intelligent and sociable children 
with a good sense of humour, good at sports and much 
loved by everyone. 

“This is obviously a very distressing time for all our 
pupils and staff and we are working with specialist offi¬ 
cers at Essex County Council who are assisting the 
school with the appropriate support needed to help 
staff and pupils come to terms with this.” 

The family regularly attended the Harlow Islamic 
Centre in Paringdon Road. On 
Tuesday evening members prayed for 
three-year-old Maheen, who remains 
in a critical condition in hospital. 

Chairman Ajaib Hussain told the 
Star the centre would be holding a 
special sermon and prayer session on 
Friday afternoon at 1pm when mem¬ 
bers of the public could show their 
support for the family 

“We would like to offer our heart¬ 
felt condolences to the family and 
friends of Dr Shakoor,” he said. “We 
are deeply saddened and shocked by 
this tragedy in which his wife and four 
children died. 

“Dr Shakoor and his family are 
very much loved and respected in the 
local community. This loss of life will 
be felt throughout Harlow and the UK. 

“Our thoughts and prayers are with 
the family We cannot even begin to 
imagine the pain and sorrow they are 
suffering. 

“We have continued to offer special 
prayers for the family throughout each 
and every day We request that every¬ 
one remember them in their prayers, 
especially little Maheen who is still 
fighting for her life.” 

Members of St James and St Luke 
Church, in Perry Road, have also been

praying for the family, inviting mem¬ 
bers of the public to light a candle in 
memory of the victims. 

Parishioner Teresa Doherty said: 
“It is a gesture open to everybody 
and anybody irrelevant of their reli¬ 
gion or if they follow any religion at 
all. 

“It is just a small way to commem¬ 
orate the lives of those little angels 
and their beautiful mother, and most 
importantly to show that we care.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon has 
been working behind the scenes with 
the Foreign Office to arrange visas 
for members of Dr Shakoor’s family 
so they can fly to the UK to attend the 
funerals of their loved ones. 

He said his “thoughts and prayers” 
were with the family’s friends and 
relatives. 

“My heart goes out to the family 
and their relatives and friends; this is 
a terrible tragedy” he said. “I think 
everyone in Harlow, regardless of 
their faith or background, will be 
praying for the family 

“We have a strong community in 
Harlow and we should now all pull 
together to help the family and our 


town deal with this horrific incident.” 

Councillor Mark Wilkinson, 
leader of Harlow Council, said the 
council would be opening a book of 
condolence in Harlow Civic Centre 
where residents could pay their 
respects to the family. 

“Our heart goes out to the family 
and friends of those affected by this 
tragic fire,” he added. “I know people 
in the Harlow community will sup¬ 
port each other at this time and the 
council will also do all it can to sup¬ 
port the family and the local commu¬ 
nity as they come to terms with this 
loss.” 

Family friend Parvez Hamid said: 
“I have no idea why such a thing 
would happen to such a nice family 
We just can’t comprehend it. 

“Some of my children went to the 
same school and they used to play 
together. They used to come over to 
our house and my children used to go 
over to their house.”

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Advice centre 'on 
brink of closure' 


THE future of Harlow’s Welfare Rights 
& Advice Service has been thrown into 
doubt after councillors threatened to 
pull the plug on funding. 

HWRA trustees have told the Star the serv¬ 
ice could be “closed in days” because the 
council is unwilling to give the not-for-profit 
organisation more time to pay off debts 
accrued due to a temporary cash flow prob¬ 
lem. 

Under existing funding arrangements, the 
council covers the cost of staff salaries and 
payroll services each month before being 
reimbursed by the service using funds secured 
from other external sources. 

But owing to an unexpected shortfall this 
month, HWRA has been unable to pay the full 
amount owed to the authority for October - 
and the council is refusing to give the service 
more time to stump up the cash. 

Les Coben, acting chair of the trustees, said 
he was “incredibly disappointed” with the sit¬ 
uation. 

“I am very concerned for the future of 
Harlow residents who, in this period of reces¬ 
sion and escalating crisis, will find them¬ 
selves in difficulty with nowhere to turn to for

specialist help and advice,” he said. 

“I believe the current action by the council 
is unhelpful as it will lead to further financial 
difficulties, not just for the hundreds of clients 
on the advice centre’s books and the thou¬ 
sands who are seen every year by HWRA, but 
also for the local authority itself. 

“Closure of the service will cost the coun¬ 
cil additional money and will lead to the can¬ 
cellation of existing external funding which 
makes up the majority of the service’s 
income.” 

Mr Coben said the service had offered to 
pay off the bulk of the October payments, 
with the remaining third to be paid by 
December. 

“The council appears to have decided to 
discontinue its practice of allowing reasonable 
time to pay monies due,” he said “Without an 
emergency change of heart by its decision¬ 
makers, the outlook is bleak.” 

Founded in the early 1970s, HWRA has 
provided thousands of Harlow residents with 
expert legal and financial advice. It last came 


under threat of closure in 2009 when the then 
Conservative-led council voted to slash its 
funding, leading Labour and Liberal 
Democrat councillors to urge the authority to 
reconsider. 

HWRA then took the council to the High 
Court where a judge ordered the authority to 
rethink the scale of the proposed cutbacks. 
Although the service was still forced to 
reduce its opening hours and cut the number 
of staff working at the advice centre, it has 
managed to struggle on since with the support 
of a National Lottery grant and funding from 
national charities. 

But council leader Mark Wilkinson said the 
autority was owed a “significant” amount of 
money by the service and had not been able to 
come to an agreement over payment. 

“The administration took over the contract 
in place at the time of the election and it was 
for HWRA to meet the requirements of that 
contract,” he said. “It’s a really difficult situ¬ 
ation which the council, through a scrutiny 
committee review and extensive contact with 
HWRA, has tried to resolve.. 

“We have a duty to protect taxpayers' 
money.”

Communities can reap rewards 
of courts' payback punishments 


PROBATION service chiefs in Essex are 
encouraging groups in Harlow to make 
offenders pay for their crimes by nominat¬ 
ing projects to benefit from the Community 
Payback scheme. 

Previously known as community service 
and community punishment, the scheme 
punishes offenders for the crimes they have 
committed by making them carrying out 
unpaid work in the local area in their own 
time. 

The programme, which is now in its 40th 
year, is designed to be mutually beneficial 
by helping to rehabilitate offenders while 
making a positive difference to the local 
community. 

“Over the years the scheme run by Essex 
Probation has saved deserving causes a lot 
of money,” said director Pete Mangan. 

“While this is predominantly a punish¬ 


ment for crimes committed, we also take a 
long-term view that the more people in 
work, the fewer crimes will take place in 
future.” 

Mark Hall and Netteswell Community 
Association, Holy Cross Primary School 
and St Mary Magdalene Church in Potter 
Street have already made use of the 
scheme, while Harlow Council put some of 
those taking part to work renovating the 
town’s paddling pools. 

Mr Mungan added: “Offenders working 
around the county have not only made a big 
difference to charities, churches, individu¬ 
als and local councils, but have on the 
whole taken their punishment, done the 
hard work and learned some skills that will 
help them in a difficult jobs market.”

Man dies after being hit by airport express train 


A MAN has died after being 
struck by an express train near 
Harlow Town station. 

The incident happened at 
about 8.25am on Monday on a 
stretch of track near Parndon 
Mill Lane. 

The 25-year-old victim, who 
has yet to be formally identified 
by police but is believed to come 


from Harlow, was killed instantly 
after being hit by the 8 am 
London-bound Stansted Express 
service. 

Paramedics from the East of 
England Ambulance Service 
attended the incident along with 
officers from British Transport 
Police but the man was declared 
dead at the scene. 


Detectives are not treating his 
death as suspicious. 

A spokesman for British 
Transport Police said: “Enquiries 
are ongoing to establish the iden¬ 
tity of the man and inform his 
family. A file will then be pre¬ 
pared for the coroner.” 

The incident caused long 
delays for commuters heading to 


and from London in the morning 
rush-hour. Buses replaced trains 
between Bishop’s Stortford and 
Broxbourne, but some com¬ 
muters were stuck on board 
trains for up to two hours as the 
Greater Anglia route ground to a 
halt. 

Normal service was eventually 
resumed by the early afternoon.

A MAN was punched in the face by muggers 
who stole his mobile phone and wallet. 

The 23-year-old victim was waiting for a friend 
near the paddling pool area at Bush Fair park 
when he was approached by two men who asked 
him for a cigarette and to use his mobile phone. 
When the man refused he was repeatedly 
punched in the face. They then stole his LG 
mobile phone, a black leather wallet containing 
£20 and a black Donnay rucksack. 

Both attackers are white. One is in his late 20s, 
about 5ft 1 lins tall and of athletic build, with 
short hair and facial stubble. He was wearing 
brown trousers and a brown or grey jumper and 
was carrying a football under his arm. 

His accomplice was of the same age, 6ft lin tall 
and of slim build. He wore a grey hooded jacket 
with the hood up and a bright blue bodywarmer 
over the top. 

Anyone with information about the attack, 
which took place at about 12.20pm on Friday, 
September 28, should contact DC Paul Burnett 
at Harlow police station on 101.

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Ban for owner of 
emaciated dogs 


A DOG owner whose pets were found 
to be severely undernourished by 
RSPCA officers has been banned 
from keeping dogs for five years. 

Darren Wilkes (44), of Long Ley, Harlow, 
pleaded with a judge at Chelmsford Crown 
Court that looking after animals could help 
him, but his plea was rejected and he was 
told he had come close to receiving a custo-

dial sentence. 

Wilkes had been found guilty at 
Chelmsford Magistrates Court earlier this 
year of causing unnecessary suffering to two 
dogs - a Saluki called Chino and a Whippet 
called Blue. 


The court heard that RSPCA inspector 
Stephen Reeves had gone to Wilkes’ home 
on January 9 this year after receiving a tele¬ 
phone call from a member of the public. 

When there was no reply to a knock on 
the door, he peered through the letterbox 
and could see the two dogs looking under¬ 
weight. 

A message was left asking Wilkes to con¬ 
tact the RSPCA but he did not respond. 

Officers then returned to the 
house with police and after 
forcing entry they rescued the 
dogs. 

Wilkes had claimed in 
court that he fed the dogs but 
said a third dog had been 
known to eat the others’ food. 
He accepted they were under¬ 
nourished but maintained he 
had done everything he could. 

Lynne Shirley, representing 
Wilkes, urged judge Rodger 
Hayward not to impose a ban, 
telling him that a psychiatrist 
had recommended that it 
would be helpful for Wilkes 
to have dogs. 

But turning down the 
appeal, the judge said: “A 
psychiatrist recommended it 
would be helpful to have dogs 
but it doesn’t help the animals 
because they suffer. These 
certainly did. 

“The two dogs were severe¬ 
ly undernourished. They were 
emaciated in a most appalling 
way and must have suffered.” 

The judge said that he 
would have imposed a jail 
sentence but for the fact that 
Wilkes had already served 
time behind bars on remand 
on separate charges of assault 
causing actual bodily harm 
and making a threat to kill, 
which in the end had not been 
pursued. 

In addition to the ban on 
keeping dogs the judge also 
imposed a two-year commu¬ 
nity order with supervision on 
Wilkes and ordered that he 
should attend a thinking skills 
programme. 



Teens answer conference call to

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County police scrap horse section to save £ 600 k 


POLICE chiefs have confirmed 
they intend to axe the county 
force’s mounted section in a bid 
to save £600,000. 

The section is made up of nine 
officers, two support staff and 
eight horses. 

It was only reinstated four 
years ago at a cost of £250,000 
after originally being disbanded 
in 1998. 

But top brass now say retaining 
the unit would mean axing the 
equivalent of 14 frontline officers 
as the cash-strapped authority 


attempts to balance its budget. 

Overall the force needs to 
reduce its expenditure by £42m 
by 2014. This has already result¬ 
ed in the loss of 807 posts across 
the county, including 324 police 
officers, 100 police community 
support officers and 383 other 
staff since April 2011. 

Assistant Chief Constable Sue 
Harrison said: “We know that the 
public, police officers and staff 
hold the mounted section in great 
affection and the unit has provid¬ 
ed great service over the years. 


“However, the financial pres¬ 
sures we face need to be met head 
on and inevitably difficult deci¬ 
sions have to be made. 

“The disbanding of the section 
will lead to approximately 
£600,000 of savings annually. 
The decision to remove these 
posts is part of the on-going 
planned reduction of police offi¬ 
cer numbers over the four-year 
reform change programme. 

“Officers based within the unit 
will take up new roles elsewhere 
in the force and staff members 


will be eligible for redeployment. 

She added: “A detailed plan for 
the disbanding of the unit is now 
being progressed. If we were not 
to have taken this decision, then 
Essex Police would have had to 
lose an even greater number of 
officer posts from across the 
force. 

“Securing a good home for the 
horses will continue to be para¬ 
mount and we will explore all 
avenues to achieve this, including 
transferring them to other 
forces.” 


Kathleen's joy as 
TV documentary 
scoops an Emmy

IT was curiosity that led a Harlow woman 
down a career path which saw her scoop a 
coveted Emmy award in New York. 

Producer Kathleen Fournier, formally of Cooks 
Spinney, was part of the HBO Documentary Films 
production team presented with the honour by the 
American National Academy of Television Arts and 
Sciences for 2011 documentary Reagan. 

The factual narrative, which examines the political 
life of the late American president through a series of 
interviews and archive footage, faced strong competi¬ 
tion, including entries from the National Geographic 
Channel and the Discovery Channel. But it won the 
News & Documentary Emmy category for “outstand¬ 
ing historical planning in long-form”. 

Kathleen (35), who currently divides her time 
between Barcelona and London, said the award had 
been a huge surprise. 

“I was absolutely delighted as I hadn’t expected it,” 
she told the Star. “Reagan took three years to put 
together, although at the same time we were also work¬ 
ing on The House I Live In, a documentary film 
exploring America’s criminal justice system which 
was released in cinemas the same week as the awards. 

“I think we were all so focused on the new docu¬ 
mentary that we had almost forgotten about Reagan, 
so when they announced it as the winner it was quite 


surreal! To have the new film receive so much critical 
acclaim and receive an Emmy award in the same week 
was just fantastic.” 

Kathleen - who attended The Spinney, St Mark’s 
and Mark Hall schools as well as Harlow College - 
said it was not until university that she began to con¬ 
sider a career in documentary filmmaking. 

“I was studying English and American literature at 
Manchester University when I got a place on one 
of the BBC’s documentary internships,” she 
explained. “It was great. I got to travel 
around, meet loads of interesting people 
and for the first time thought that this 
might be something I want to pursue. I 

“I am a naturally nosey person, so to ! 
be able to walk into people’s lives and 
listen whilst they divulge everything is 
quite fascinating.” 

After starting off with a small 
London film company transcribing 
interviews, Kathleen said a mixture of 
“luck and persistence” got her to 
where she is today. 

“I have been very lucky in some 
respects and think it is a lot harder for 
young people these days to get into the 
field,” she said. “However, if you are 
determined enough and willing to work 
your way up from the bottom then 
you’ll get there.

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The singing mice that 
can squeaK in tune 


WE all know that mice can squeak 
- but researchers have now 
discovered they may even be able 
to sing in harmony like humans and 
birds. 

Although male mice sing complex 
mating songs to attract females, 
it's long been thought they 
couldn't control their pitch - how 
high or low their squeaks sound. 
But now scientists have discovered 
that when male mice are housed 
together, they change the pitch of 
their songs to match each other. 
While mice won't be auditioning for 
a part on next year's X Factor, the 
discovery has catapulted them to a 
new level of stardom in the animal 
kingdom. 

They join just a handful of species 
able to adapt their sounds in this 
way. Other creatures with the 
special talent include parrots, 
whales, dolphins, bats and 
elephants. 


Lead researcher Erich Jarvis told 
reporters: "This is an exciting find 
as direct control over the vocal 
neurons may be one of the most 
critical aspects in the human 
evolution of speech. 

"Our results show that mice 
have all the features 
scientists associate 
with vocal learning. 

But not all scientist 


are convinced by the team's 
findings. 

Some believe it is too difficult to 
accurately determine the vocal 
pattern of mice as the squeaks 
they make are ultrasonic, meaning 
they are too high-pitched for 
human ears to detect.

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Mum sets sights on 
marathon fundraiser

A NOVICE runner is preparing to step 
up her usual 5k distance to a full 
marathon in a bid to find a cure for the 
disease affecting her daughter. 

Amanda Warrilow, of Doulton Close, Church 
Langley, will be running the London Marathon 
next year to raise more than £2,500 towards 
potentially life-saving research into genetic 
disorder cystic fibrosis, with which her eight- 
year-old daughter Jenna was diagnosed at the age 
of four. 

The 41-year-old, whose running history currently 
consists of two 5k runs, said taking on the huge 
challenge would be worthwhile if it helped 
improve treatment of the devastating condition. 

“I really wanted to do something that would raise 
funds for the Cystic Fibrosis Trust, one of the 
leading charities for the condition, to help them 
continue their work in funding medical research,” 
Amanda explained. 

“Jenna was quite ill by the time she was 
diagnosed as it happened relatively late. There 


had been a lot of misdiagnoses but eventually 
everything kind of clicked and we were told she 
had cystic fibrosis. It was devastating news.” 

An autosomal recessive genetic disorder, cystic 
fibrosis affects internal organs - particularly the 
lungs and digestive system - by clogging them 
with a thick, sticky mucus. 

Treatment for the condition, which is the UK’s 
most common life-threatening inherited disease, 
is carried out through a mix of medication, 
physiotherapy and diet control. 

“Jenna is doing really well on her current 
medication which she mainly only has to take 
outside school times,” said Amanda. “She is 
hugely excited about my race and wants to join 
in. We’re now considering a family race, though 
not until after the marathon!” 

She added: “I’m very excited about it but also 
very nervous. I have watched the London 
Marathon for the last couple of years and always 
thought it would be an amazing experience as 
well as a good, big event to raise money with. I 
just hope I finish it!”

County council to 
identify areas at 
risk from flooding 

ESSEX County Council has taken on a new 
role in the management of local flood risk 
across the county. 

The authority is now responsible for 
identifying areas across Essex at risk from 
flooding from surface water, ordinary 
watercourses and groundwater, as well as 
offering assistance to those who need it 
most. 

The Environment Agency will continue 
to manage flood risks from the sea and 
main rivers.

In its new role, ECC is now working on 
the production of a Surface Water 
Management Plan for Harlow, which mod¬ 
els the flood risk to the local area during 
severe rainfall by assessing at the lay of the 
land and drainage capacity.

The incident happened on September 20 
shortly before 7.45pm when the owner of a black 
Range Rover Sport was contacted by a man pos¬ 
ing as a potential buyer of the vehicle 

The car owner arranged to meet the caller, 
who called himself Tony and claimed to work for 


international construction firm Skanska, at the 
McDonald’s restaurant near the Hastingwood 
roundabout. 

As it was getting dark, the pair then drove to 
nearby Epping Service Station as the suspect 
said he wanted to take a closer look at the vehi¬ 
cle on the garage’s well-lit forecourt. 

But when they got out of the vehicle the sus¬ 
pect jumped into the driver’s seat and sped off as 
the owner desperately clung to the armrest of the 
passenger seat. 


He was dragged along the road for almost half 
a mile before falling from the car, blacking out 
as he hit the road and sustaining severe cuts to 
his arms and legs. He is now recovering at home. 

The suspect is described as about 50 years old 
and was wearing glasses and a yellow work jack¬ 
et with blue writing on the front and rear. He 
had grey hair and was of chubby build.

Woman cleared of knife 
attack on her boyfriend 


A WOMAN accused of stabbing her 
boyfriend in the back during a drunken row 
over a lost mobile phone has been cleared by 
a jury. 

The prosecution claimed that Leesa 
Wenman punched Scott Offord in the mouth 
when he “patted her down” to see if she had 
taken his iPhone. It was alleged that she 
then attacked him with a kitchen knife. 

But Miss Wenman told the jury she only 
hit her former partner in self-defence after 
he had bent her over the railings of the bal¬ 
cony of her third-storey flat in River Mill, 
Harlow, with his hands around her neck, a 
claim that Mr Offord denied. 

After a three-day trial at Chelmsford 
Crown Court, the jury acquitted Miss 
Wenman of inflicting grievous bodily harm 
with intent during the incident on October 
30 last year. 

She was also cleared of an alternative 


charge of wounding Mr Offord. 

Miss Wenman wept in the dock as the ver¬ 
dict was announced. 

Giving evidence during the trial, Miss 
Wenman said she could not explain how Mr 
Offord was stabbed. She told the court she 
had not been holding a knife and had not 
stabbed him. 

Mr Offord, a supermarket warehouseman, 
had told the jury that as a neighbour was 
dialling 999, Miss Wenman said: “Get up, 
you’re putting it on.” 

He also alleged she then said: “I’m glad I 
***** stabbed him. He deserved it.” 

Miss Wenman denied making either com¬ 
ment. 

The court heard that the knife, with traces 
of Mr Offord’s blood on the tip and sides but 
no evidence of fingerprint, was found by 
police officers directly below her flat about 
two hours after the incident.

AUDIENCES can sink 
their teeth into a

AFTER a lacklustre second instalment 
which saw Alex the lion, Marty the 
zebra, Melman the hypochondriac 
giraffe and Gloria the hippopotamus 
crash-land in Africa, Madagascar 3 
rediscovers some of its animal magic. 
A circus of performing critters 
provides the dramatic hook for the 
usual wisecracks, and a boo-hiss 
pantomime villainess generates 
much-needed dramatic tension. 

Alex (voiced by Ben Stiller), Marty 
(Chris Rock), Melman (David 
Schwimmer) and Gloria (Jada Pinkett 
Smith) hanker for a return to New 


York's Central Park Zoo. 

They leave Africa and head first to 
Monte Carlo to reunite with the 
penguins.

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I N recent years there’s been a bit of 
a lack of affordable cars that would 
make the average person look 
twice, but the wait is at an end. 
Welcome to the Hyundai Veloster 
Turbo SE. 

It takes the somewhat unusual door 
layout of the known Veloster but adds a 
more prominent and aggressive set of 
bumpers, two fabulously huge central 
exhausts and side skirts to make 
teenagers weep with longing. 

It looks absolutely stunning. Where the 
common-or-garden Veloster is a bit 
lacklustre to look at, the Turbo SE 
strikes a blow at the heart of just about 
every other hot hatch on the market. 
Where else can you get this much 
visual wow factor for this much 
money? 

Large, two-finish alloy wheels and a 
larger, mouthier grille give it real 
attitude, which is then backed up by a 
new turbocharged 1.6-litre petrol 
engine under the bonnet. Pushing out a 
claimed 183bhp, the Veloster Turbo is 
among the lower-powered hot hatches 
on the market, but outright 
performance isn’t what the car is about. 
It’s designed as a usable everyday hot 
hatch and therefore has to tick a 
number of boxes. SE means Special 
Equipment, and there’s plenty of it.

Leather seats with an embossed Turbo 
logo come as standard, along with an 
exceptionally clear sat-nav system 
operated through a seven-inch touch¬ 
screen interface. 

You also get a reversing camera, which 
is a boon because rear visibility isn’t 
the best. The navigation system brings 
an upgraded stereo system as well, with 
a more powerful amplifier and a 
subwoofer for deeper bass. The touch¬ 
screen makes the systems a joy to use 
and, combined with the way the Turbo 
SE drives, the ‘everyday usability’ box 
is well and truly ticked. 

The four-cylinder engine is smooth 
from low revs, quiet and tractable 
thanks to a very broad spread of torque. 


It encourages a perfectly normal 
driving style, almost as if it’s 
pretending to be an i30 compact hatch. 
With only a few hundred miles on the 
odometer the engine feels a little tight, 
but it also feels like with a few more 
long trips under its wheels it will feel 
good for every bit of its claimed 
performance. It’s fair to say it’s not the 
most aurally exciting thing, but when 
the revs rise towards 6,000rpm there is 
a bit of a snarl. 

Hyundai has firmed up the suspension 
to give a more controlled ride and the 
Turbo SE does enjoy comers much 
more convincingly than the standard 
Veloster. The steering could do with a 
little more feel but it’s accurate and 


well weighted. It comers impressively 
flatly though, adding a real sense of 
dynamism that’s boosted by the well- 
bolstered seats that keep front seat 
occupants from sliding around. 

The left hand side of the car has two 
doors, the rear of which is designed to 
be as sleek as possible with the handle 
‘hidden’ in the black comer panel in the 
window area. The aperture is a little 
restrictive because of the heavily 
sloping roof, but children - for whom 
the rear seats are really intended - will 
have no problems. 

There are few optional extras, but a tilt 
and slide sunroof is available with any 
of the paint shades. For the first time 
Hyundai is offering matt paint, in a sort 


of military grey colour and for a very 
reasonable cost. It looks perfect on the 
Veloster Turbo SE but is a little trickier 
to maintain than standard finishes. 
Worth the hassle? You decide. 
Efficiency was also high on the list of 
priorities for Hyundai in building this 
car. CO 2 emissions are pretty low at 
157g/km, and official tests have 
brought up 40.9mpg on the combined 
cycle. That’s good going for a car like 
this, and it seems more likely to get 
close to its on-paper figures than a few 
of its rivals because of the way it 
generally encourages steady driving. 
Overall it’s an undemanding car, this. 
You can stroke it along with the 
greatest of ease and get a swift pace up 
when the occasion calls, but 
dynamically it doesn’t ask too much of 
a driver. It’s exactly what it needs to be 
at this point in Hyundai’s future history, 
and it’s not a bad thing by any means. 
Very few cars will give the ownership 
satisfaction of something this bold¬ 
looking and yet so easy to get along 
with day to day. 

Its trump card is definitely the way it 
looks. ‘Wow’ is a word that crops up 
often around it, and that’s a big pull to 
potential buyers’ hearts. The all-round 
ability and level of specification it 
boasts is more than enough to sway 
even the most level-headed customer’s 
mind, and the result is a convincing 
package.
